3. AECB AND RCMP HAVE PROVIDED EMBASSY WITH DETAILED SUGGESTED AGENDA 
FOR LYON AND PARTY VISIT TO OTTAWA, CHALK RIVER, AND BRUCE FOR DISCUS 

SIONS ON SAFEGUARDS AND PHYSICAL SECURITY ASSOCIATED WITH NUCLEAR 
MATERIAL AND EQUIPMENT AS FOLLOWS:

DESIRES CONCERNING ARRANGEMENTS FOR EVENING JUNE 10 AFTER RETURN 
FROM BRUCE. CONSIDERING THAT IT WILL HAVE BEEN A VERY LONG AND 
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TIRING DAY, AECB RECOMMENDS PARTY STAY IN TORONTO OVERNIGHT AND 
RETURN TO WASHINGTON JUNE 1 1. IF THIS RECOMMENDATION ACCEPTED, 
RESERVATIONS WILL BE MADE AT SUITABLE DOWNTOWN TORONTO HOTEL 
AND CAR FROM BRUCE WILL DROP PARTY, INCLUDING AECB SECURITY

DESIRE TO RETURN TO WASHINGTON EVENING JUNE 10, A SLIGHTLY 
EARLIER DEPARTURE FROM BRUCE WOULD PERMIT THEM TO CATCH AN ALLEGHENY 
FLIGHT FROM TORONTO TO WASHINGTON, DEPARTING TORONTO APPROXIMATELY
